“ It is a well-known rule of thumb 
a hea lthy community should a l­ 
wa y s ha ve a minimum of se\en 
per cent va ca ncies in order to 
supply the va ry ing dema nds of 
people. The only wa y this ca n 
ha ppen is encoura gement of in­ 
vestment in renta l fa cilities. This 
mea ns our pla nning commission, 
our city government a nd our rea l 
esta te people must think in this 
direction. 
“ I would go on to sa y without 
fea r of contra diction tha t unless 
we a ccomplish this opening up of 
renta l property , our industria l de­ 
velopment 
a pproa ch will ra pidly 
hog down a nd we will no longer he 
in the position of being a ble to 
sell Dixon lo industria l prospects.”

seated in an ov erstu ffed chair. 
Nerv ou s an d men tal distu rban ces 
of childhood du e to brain in ju ry re­ 
su ltin g from forg otten or u n disclosed 
bu mps in flicted on the in fan t’s sku ll 
before closu re of the fon tan elle*. For 
ex ample, of IOO children u n der the 
ag e of 16 y ears who su stain ed head 
in ju ries, a l m o s t 
t w o - 1 h i r d s 
had adn ormal electroen cephalog rams 
(EEGs) 
within 
a m atter of fou r 
weeks. Fu rtherm ore, the ex ten t of 
the in ju ry was n ot alway s in propor­ 
tion to the apparen t deg ree of the 
in ju ry . An d, in man y in stan ces, the 
abn ormality of the EEG mig ht be 
persisten t, althou g h, in on ly a few 
in stan ces, did the child show an y 
other ev iden ces of abn ormality .
